HOW JODQB KKOQH'S DECIilON 18 BBC31VKD IN 
IRELAND, 

(From tbe London Times' Correspondent.) 

Dublin, June 14. 
Tne Keogh fever ia beginning to »bosv 
Borne symptoms of ai atomenf. It baa evi- 
dently been affected by the cooling draopht 
prepared by the Judges ol tbe Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. Thore are Mill, it iB true, ri- 

' porta of meetings in various parti of t>ie 
country which aro displayed in lepcts, 
telegrams and letters, compiled wilh great 
oare by the 'Freeman's Journal,' bat tbo 
<lemonairutioD8 are more numerous tbun for- 
midable. The grotesque drama which ba b 
accompanied many of them baa been no 
doubt intendtd to aitraot the mu.titudo and 
atimulate their leeling-, but ttiey have lost 
the significance whic^i tbey at ft si seemad 
to poBBea», and «ow denote mtuer a sput 
ol buffoonery and ncklesa humor thanes- 
cited pasiion. Tbey .are, however, culou- 
laled to bring tbe law iotJ coutemp'. 'lhe 
laogoage used io resolutions, epeeches, and 
leitert,- by clerical speakers and writers es- 
pecially is of tbe groBsest kind. Every epitbet 
of abuse wae crowded into the aeries of reso- 
lution* passed at a meeting of tbe clergy of 
I-iaiencK.and the Rev P Lavelle Bill a column 
and a hall of lhe Freeman with ft tirade in 
which his rivalled vocabulary ol vituperation 
was expended in every line. He justifies his 

' long silence on tbe ground that he could not 
trust himself to write until ho abould be suf- 
ficiently calm to be ablo to do so within proper 
bounds. The lelUir ia a remarkable example 
of Belt-restraint. IJUnks and asterisks in 
some passages which the p^per would not or 
dare not prim suggestively illustrate its con- 
sideraiion and good taste. A dtsgrtcelul ei 
hibition occurred in Droglied.i last evening. 
An effigy of Air Justice Keogb, dressed in 
judicial robes, was placed erect on a bier and 
carried through the town, while the band of 
the Young Men's Society, (supposed to boa 
Christian Association) followed by the 
"Itogue'a March," aud drew after them a 
mob of 3,000 persons. Altera mock trial.ua 
in other places, the effigy was delivered to the 
executioner. Another effigy, representing 
Lucifer, was prepared at ft given point down 
the river to receive the Judge, who was to 
be floated down the stream, but ho proved 
unmanageable, and a substitute had to he 
provided to do duty for him The "Judge 
was then committad to the flames amid the 
execrations of the mob. Tbo police were 
present, and took down the names of the ring- 
leaders. In three different places in this 
city effigies were buret last night. FFbtle these 
absurd though disgraceful scenes aro exhaust- 
ing tbe feeling of the mob, it ia worthy of 
remark that tbe reepeolable middle classes of 
tha Roman CatholicB are keeping quite aloof 
and making no manifestations. Tbeir ailenoe 
iaaiguificaut. With very few exceptions, all 
the demonstrations have been confined to the 
priests and the rabble. Nonwithbtanding th.. 
tremendous efforts that are being made to 
arouse public feeling, tho fund winch ia to 
Indemnify Captain Nolan has reached only 
£1 550 and il from this amount bo deducted 
£100 Irom Archbishop M'Hale, and some con- 
tributions of £50 from other persons, it will 
bo seen that very few persons have as yet 
shown a desire to express their sympathy with 
tho gallaut captain and bia clerical friends in 
a aubatantial form. They have tho consola- 
tion of hearing the Judge abused with liber- 
ality but it m»y be doubted whether the 
Nolan Deleiico Fund will assume any great 
proportions in tho present generation. Tho 
list however, affords an excellent medium of 
advertizing their firms, which some enter- 
prising traders are taking advantage of. Tho 
great majority of tho aubscribors aro priests, 
members of religious orders, and otbora con, 
nectad wilh tnem. Taking an analysis of tho 
collections, which appears in iho Freeman 
on four couaeoutivo days this week, It will 
be soon that in a list of Ml aubscriptiona, 
■ome of them coming from groups of persons, 
auch as clergymen of certuiu parishes and 
tnombers of confraternities, tho names of only 
40 lavmen appear. Tho Judges have confirm- 
ed the decroe of Mr Justice Koogh and con,, 
curred in his judgement hnve como in for a 
Bbara of the hostile comment beatowod upon 
blm. The Cork Examiner observer that while 
Mr Jasllco Keogh'a decision has excited auger 
and hatred, that of Mr Justieo hawson will 
excito lidiculo. Being contrary to Chief Jus* 
tlce Mohaban, the Eirminor is smithed that 
it. is not good law. The Freeman pronounced 
the finding of the Court ol Common Pleas a 
"judicial BCMidal." 

There was a demonstration agaiunt Mr. 
Justice Keogh at Drogheda yesterday, in 



compliance with a proclamation ol tho Mayor. 
Bands paruded the streets, followed by a 
crowd carrying banners, and abont 1,600 
people ore reported to have attended the 
meeting. There -were few persons of re- 
Bpeotability present, Resolutions denounc- 
ing tbe Judge aud calling for bis dismissal 
were pussad unanimously. A similar meet- 
ing was held at Loughren, oonnty of Gal- 
way. 

Tbe meeting of the Catholics of Dublin to 
protstt aguinst tbe judgment of Mr. Justice 
Keogh was held today in tbe liotuoda, 
whicb was pretty well filled, but tho attend- 
ance waa not at all influential, a fact which 
wub ropsatedly complained ol by the speak- 
ers. Letters of apology wore read from the 
Earl ol Grunard, Sir Dominic Corrigan, who 
said ho tbooght it would not be well for bim 
to take any slops in the present state of thB 
mutter ; Sir Jonn Gray. M,P., Mr, Cogan, 
M.P., Mr. D'Arcy M.P., and Sir John 
Bratbtreet. Alderman Mncswiney presided, 
and said thoir objeot was to repel, by all the 
foroo of languogo that sober men could em- 
ploy, tho utterances delivered in Galway, 
where nn ermined truducer undertook to vil- 
ify tho creed to which be belonged, and to 
asperse tbe characters of the bighoot dignita- 
ries of the church. 

JoUjje Little, late ol Nova Scotia, moved 
the first resolution, "That this meeting re- 
gards with indignation, and empbatioally 
repudiates Jand ^condemns the slanderous 
attacks made, not only upon the priests and 
people of Galway, but upon tho prelates, 
pries's and peoplo of Ireland, in tbe so-onll» 
ed judgment delivered in Galway in tbe COBe 
cf tbe lots election petition." lie said tbat 
io all his experience he had never read or 
heard of such a judgment, bo full of extrane- 
ous adulation ol the ono side and oontame- 
ly of tbo other. Both tho Chairman and 
Judgo Little, wore inter,upted by cries of 
'Shoot bim,' 'He osght to bo shot,' &o,wbiob 
elieited loud cheers. 

Tho Chairman during Judge Liltlo'sepeecb 
rebuked ono of those who called out, ' Ho 
ought to be fhoi,' and said tho man wbo ut- 
tered tbo sentiment was unworthy a place in 
tbe meeting. Mr Howley, a barrittar. de- 
eciibed Mr Jurtica Keogh as a political fili» 
butter, and added that he conld tiud uo paral- 
lel lor bia hyprocrisy, treachery and eelDsh- 
utBS save the 'inlormer* Strong, who betrayed 
Sheures in '98. Mr Thomas Kyan said tbey 
weie met to protest against tho Icsalts ol 
that ruGarj on tbe Bench whom ooe man in 
that meeting had rigfct'y named 'Injustice 
Keogh.' He might well be called 'Keogh 
ihe Infamous.' Mr A M Sal'van said 
Father Conway had gone from Galwnjr 
Court-house, and had usver raised bis bead 
from tbo day ol Justieo KeogL's judgment 
The other resolutions called for the Judge's 
removal from the Bench, and expressed 
the opinion of tho meeting in favor of con- 
tributing to the land for the payment of 
Captain Nolnn's expers°8. 

Tho weekly papers continue to asiail Judge 
Keogh with undiminished fury. The 'Nation' ii 
especially vindictive, and publishes a gross per. 
bonnl attack, purporting to be a political biogra- 
phy of the Judge. Tho 'Iriahmnn' and 'Flag of 
Ireland' have articles commenting str ngly on 
the judgment of the Court of Common Pleas.

Instead of ex- 
pressing profound gratitude for hit notice of mo- 
lion th»t Mr Justice Keogh should bo removed 
from tho liench, they characterize his proceed- 
ing as that of 'Satan reproving ain.' Tho 'Irish 
man' haR a double fling at the objects of its hatred 
in the remark that 'the difference between Keogh 
and O'Donoghuc— between Nathan and David — 
lies in the fact '.hat the former long since got his 
price nud the other is begging for it.

New Westminster wag, on Tuesday Isat, tha 
animated scene of, perhaps, the most inter,, 
estlng and imposing ceremony thai has ever 
been witnessed in British Columbia. The 
steamer Onward had brought down a large 
number of both aex from Tale and intermedi- 
ate places; many had come over from Buriard 
Inlet and tbo settlements Burroundiug the 
city, while the good steamer Enterprise added 
one hundred Victoriuua to the number of per- 
sons corno together to participate in or to 
witness the interesting ceremony of laying 
the foundation stone of tha Mortuary Ubnpel 
in the new Kasonic Cemetery at Sapperton, 
New Westminster. At 2 o'clock the procession 
formed, on Columbia street, in the following 
order:—

practicable route. This diffioult \ ana had 
heretofore been the chief eoaico of doubt and 
fear in this matter. Now that this doubt 
ia dispelled very little apprehension is felt 
ae to the expeoss and trouble of bridges 
over the water to Vancouver Island. Thus 
it Bceois io be now pretty woll settlod that 
Eequimult will be the liuul terminus of fie 
Canada Pacific Railway. Thejudgment and 
celeiity ot tbe decision of the directors ol 
this Britssh company In saleoiing this ulti- 
mate point, und making it known to tbe 
world r.t once, et int's in marked contrast 
with ibe dilatory course of the diroctirsof 
tho North Pacific Railroad Company in se- 
lecting their final point on Paget Sound. Il 
is true thai there were various preliminary 
surveys to be made here to determine tho 
feasibility und advantages of different route?. 
But in British Columbia there were liko di - 
liculties. Still it was there aonouucod defin- 
itely that Eeqaimalt would be the fioai poitii 
if it were leasable, that is, if the obstacles 
oi the route thither could be overcome by 
tbe skill of engineers. Thenceforth 11 be- 
came only a question of scioLce and money, 
und not at all of will or energy, or disposition 
on tbe pait ol the oompany. That was a 
stiaigbtforword munly way of doioo; bueioeee-, 
worthy of all commendation, as well as ol 
imitation by our Americau companies every- 
where. We congratulate our Briiisb friends 
in Vict iria npon the favorable proapeels now 
begiuuing to open up before them tbroogb 
this wise policy ol their great overland ruil- 
way company. We only bopo, although 
without much apparent grou ds lor bopo 
ihat wo may soon be iu u pisi'ion to be 
congratulated iu like manner by ihem upon 
our equally favorable prospects loi aotne do- 
tin ut-' poir_t ou Puget SouuJ, no matter 
wheto ; providod it only be dcliuilely deter- 
mined, and publicly announced with pcsi- 
tivo ceitiinty.

mont, a Washington dispatch of the 17th tns- 
reportg Gen Sherman ub saying: 

We can never stop ,. ild Indians from mur- 
dering and stealing until we punish them. If 
a white man in this country commits murder, 
wo hang him; it he steals a horse wo put 
him in tho peniieutiary. If an Indian com. 
mttBjtbese crimes we give him better farms 
and more blankets. I think I may say that 
under this policy the civilization of tho wild 
rediuon will progress slowly. 

Gen Sheridan is right. " If'o can never stop 
wild Indians from murdering aud stealing 
until we putiiBh them." As well try to stop 
burglars Irom housebreaking and robbery by 
rewarding for ihtir crimes. Success is just 
as likulyto crown ono experiment as the 
other. Speedy and exemplary punishment is 
the only remedy lor the Indinn massacres 
that so frequently occur in Arizona and other 
sparely populated regions, where tho savages 
largely outnumber tbe whiles, First they 
mns: be well ebstvised by the miiiiury ; 
tbe , when overawed, il Visited by the peL- 
alties inflicted upoa tbe whites lor kindred 
ciimes, there will De an end to Indian out- 
rages. 

The policy of rewarding Indians for their 
crimes is tha worst that ooold be adopted, 
Il ib directly tho opposite ol that pursued by 
the English, who bavo been eminently suc- 
O.^Blol in iheir iniercourse ond relations with 
suvbro rares every where. Their course has
